The step "which the local lionse haa dir- 
ected the government to take with a view to 
chocking tho Mongoliun -wave can scarcely 
fail to be productLve of good results. The 
gbreniment at Ottawa, , are abready in pos- 
session of startling facts respecting the con- 
dition of th«^. Chinese population here and 
may natoraHy be expected to -work in har- 
mony with this goTornment in any restric- 
tiver or remedial measures that uuiy bo 
passed..- The U.S. goveniuient lind the 
Chineso a very diflicult element to deal 
"with indeed, and lucaus hA.ve heoa deviBed 
by the cunnirtg people to get aronnd the re- 
strictive act. They enter the ports of tho 
ffepublio -with impiuiity. Tho Snu Fxan- 
ciaco Biilletin., in speaking of the evasions, 
Bays that all but two of those who have pre- 
sented themselves to datb have got iu by 
one device or another. If the "trader" 
yatn could not he established it Avas remem- 
bered that the applicant resided in this 
State before the ratiflcatiou of the lat« 
treaty. Two Chinamen come for^vnrd and 
Bwear to the fact. The Chinese connnl-gan- 
eral and consul certify that the nffiants are 
"reliable persons. No ono who has any 
hnowledge of the Cliinese character need bo 
■ told what slender eudence that in. No 
ChincBe testimony of any kind is accepted 
in the State courts except corroboiatcd in 
the strongest manner, Tha Chiuese as a 
race have no conception of the solemnity of 
ian oath. Everj' expedient has been resort- 
ed to both here and in Hongkong to bring 
their religion in some ■^vay to bear on them, 
BO as to get at the truth, but without the 
least success. It was at ono time thought 
that it "was necessaiy to cut ofi' the head of 
a chicken, to force a correct statement,but 
that'sabriflciAl ceremony has long since 
been abandoned tCa -nselcss. Tho aflSdavit 
makers on shore usually manage to come 
■R-ithin speaking distance of the detained 
traders and students, if they do not gain 
Bctaal access to them. They concoct their 
sample tales in each ccse. The work is not 
difficult — merely a name, a street and a date. 
Tho blanks are alrefidy printed. If tho 
merchant prince turns oiit to bo a porter, 
ho coitieB ashore all the sumo as a former 
resident of long standing. The coolie tos- 
aers, bo to speak, are the collector, the sur- 
veyor and tho judge of the United States 
district court. The two fonner toss the 
coolies backwards wid ,^fo^rwexd8, --^JE^le- 
quently they unite and •''daq»p;ffiiaai;o^ 
district court. As tho time .fpx!.%a oloaring 
of the ship dra-^vs nigh thingja' get, decidedly 
miscd. Bometimes it is the aSiftut who is 
let in and not the "cousin" whom he was 
trying to land. An unreliable Chiuese in 
terpreter practically manages the whole ma- 
chinerj'. . They all come ashore, There is 
a little money in the bu.siiiess in various 
■ways. Tho affidavit makers, do not go 
without Te"ward. Shystor ki^vycvH pick up a 
few doUars. There ore legal fees and other 
fp&xqoisitea. It is true that iraprovement is 
ptbmised. A white interpreter has been 
secored for the Custom House. He is 
likely to have a conscience. Civilization as 
well aa religion have a grip on him. He 
will not toll lies at retail at ten cents apiece. 
The city authorities arc taking some action 
to ring down the curtain on the screaming 
farce. Tho police dcpai tmeut promises to 
kieep an eye on the aflidavit mill. If the 
Chinese officials in this city conldho caught 
ia a misstatement, it could be made as warm 
for them as it was once for Dell Vnlle. But 
they only certify to the certifiers. Until 
the case of the Oueanic iH disposed of it "will 
not be known what value is to be placed on 
tho new agencies. Ouc fact alone comes; 
out clearly in tho whole mess — tho utter 
uiureUability and faithlessness of tho gov- 
ernment of China. It is perfectly appar- 
ent that not one in a hundred of the cer- 
tificates it has isH-aed is true. A i;ubordi- 
natfl ofiieer in the custom house at Canton 
.is making money out of the treaty and Ex- 
elosion Act, and that is all.

I know 
it for a fact that tho iletlakahtlans were 
threatenad with Uiat iiitl lotion at the very 
outset, and two years ago, before any per- 
sons, military or civil, appeared upon tho 
scone, simply because they refused to 
change their Byatem at the bidding of a 
stranger.
